quee and a large mixed re¬ 
tail area offering every¬ 
thing from local food to 
clothing, sweets, shoes, 
jewellery and marinewear. 

Keeping things going 
with a swing will be a 
2,000-capacity music 
arena and a 500-capacity 
acoustic stage which will 
jointly host 200 acts dur¬ 
ing the festival’s run from 
July 27 th -August 12 th . 

Organiser Joe Hall said: 
“We are hoping that this 
will be the biggest festival 
of its type that Weymouth 
has ever seen. 

“It has been assembled 
so that families and visi¬ 
tors across the entire area 
can come and spend a 
great day out.” 

Mr Hall explained that 
the festival, which will be 
held on the ferry terminal 
peninsula, will be in a 
self-contained area where 
admission will be by 
ticket only. 

He added: “Because of 


this we would urge people 
to go on to our website 
and book their tickets 
early to avoid disappoint¬ 
ment as demand is ex¬ 


pected to be high.” 

Weymouth Carnival 
chairman Roger Higbin 
said the festival offered a 
wonderful run in to the 
town’s grand carnival on 
August 15 th . 

He added: “To get this 
many attractions in one 


spot so close to carnival 
can only help us with 
fundraising, so I am all for 
it.”

Condor Ferry berth repairs 
will take at least four weeks 



CONDOR Ferries will oper¬ 
ate its service from Poole 
until the end of March 
while £50,000 repairs are 
carried out to their berth 
in Weymouth. 

Work on the harbour 
wall is due to start soon 
and, depending on site 
and weather conditions, 
could take up to three 
weeks to complete with 
another week of monitor¬ 
ing to ensure the work 
has been successful and 
the berth is safe to use. 

Weymouth and Portland 
council said that the prob¬ 
lem appeared to be that 
fill material was being lost 
from behind the harbour 
wall which was threaten¬ 
ing its stability. 

A solution is likely to in¬ 
volve filling the void with 
cement or cement-foam 
products. 

Weymouth and Portland 
council environment 
spokesman Councillor Ian 
Roebuck said: "The bor¬ 
ough council is commit¬ 
ted to enabling Condor 
Ferries to resume sched¬ 
uled sailings from Wey¬ 


mouth as soon as possi¬ 
ble and to continue this 
service into the future 
long term and I am confi¬ 
dent we are making every 
effort to ensure that this 
happens. 

"We recognise the need 
for Condor to provide 
their passengers with cer¬ 
tainty about their sailings 
and this timetable should 
give ample contingency 
to cover any adverse 
weather conditions dur¬ 
ing the repair period." 

Monitoring will con¬ 
tinue following Condor 
Ferries' return to the berth 


to ensure the safety of 
passengers and staff. 

The council said that 
this was an immediate re¬ 
pair to allow Condor Fer¬ 
ries to resume sailings 
from the port as soon as 
possible and ensure 
berth stability through¬ 
out the summer and be¬ 
yond. 

More in-depth investi¬ 
gations with be carried 
out by the council with a 
view to conducting any 
further repair work which 
may be required to pro¬ 
vide long-term stability 
for the berth during the

■ HOW do people react when they find out you are 
a Shaman? 

I get all sorts of reactions. Mostly it’s ‘Uh?’, or ‘What’s 
that?’, or ‘Hmmm!’ 

I went to do a talk once and a woman was very disap¬ 
pointed because I didn’t have a bone in my nose or 
feathers in my hair. A lot of people’s ideas about what a 
Shaman is comes from Cowboy films - the ‘Medicine 
Man’ who would cast the bones and do the dances. 

I get lots of really positive reactions too, and it’s great 
to meet people who are open minded and curious about 
Shamanism. 

■ SO, What is Shamanism to you? 

For me, it is a way of life. It is an earth based practice 
and it’s about being present and being here, now. Work¬ 
ing with the cycles of nature, being part of the world as 
opposed to just taking from it. Although it’s an ancient 
tradition it is very relevant today. I have gone through a 
full Shamanic training but this is a life long journey. It 
doesn’t have to be a way of life for everyone who is in¬ 
terested in it though, you can still use the tools and rit¬ 
uals to help you be in right relation with your soul 
purpose. 

■ WHERE does it come from? 

Everywhere. The traditional role of a Shaman within 
any indigenous culture was the ‘bringer in’ of the new. 
He or she would attend the births, they would oversee 
the spiritual wellbeing of all members of the community 
throughout their lives. They would conduct all sorts of 
rituals and ceremonies; healings, coming of age, fasten¬ 



ing of hands. Then they would be there to safely guide 
the dead out to the land of the ancestors. It was a big job, 
but very much a normal role within society. As with a 
blacksmith or a farmer, a Shaman was just another role 
in the community. 
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■ WHY do you think it is still relevant today? 

It is my belief that Westerners, specifically, find life so 
hard because they generally live in their minds. The mys¬ 
ticism, spirituality and ritualistic practice has gone out 
of our lives and with it has gone the sense of purpose, 
being at one with nature. For example, in the Shamanic 
tradition we take prayer sticks, use them to process emo¬ 
tional difficulties out in nature, burn them and feel re¬ 
lease - that’s got to be better than Prozac, too much 
coffee and road rage. 

■ WHAT kinds of ceremonies and rituals do you do? 

Every month I do Full Moon Fire Ceremony on top of 
Colmers Hill in, Bridport. Last month it was about minus 
five degrees centigrade, but we are not fair weather fire 
goers, if the moon is up then so are we. Everyone is wel¬ 
come to come along. It’s a chance to offer up your wishes 
for the month ahead and give thanks for what you’ve re¬ 
ceived. 

■ AND what about healing practices? 

Throughout many Shamanic traditions is the thread that 
the Shaman works in three worlds; the world below our 
feet - the Underworld, the physical world that we live in 
- the Middle world, and then the realms of the ancestors 
and spirits - the Upper world. My job in a healing session 
or workshop situation is to be the bridge between all 
those levels. If you would like to learn about those tools 
and practices, I do regular workshops at the Chapel in 
the Garden in Bridport. 

■ CAN you tell us about a favourite book, a film, 
and a person who you have found influential in 
your life? 

My favourite book is ‘Women Who Run with the 
Wolves’ by Clarissa Pinkola-Estes. It is all about the 
essence of what it is to be a woman; rediscovering and 
embracing the ‘wildish’. As for a film,’ The Last Samu¬ 
rai’ is a great account of a man’s journey from chaos to 
peace through spiritual practice. It’s a great reminder that 
everyone has the potential to be amazing. The people that 
are most influential in my life are my friendship group. 
Ordinary people living extraordinary lives.

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MP pledges to fight on for helicopter 


DEFIANT South Dorset MP Richard Drax 
has pledged to continue the fight to save 
Portland’s search and rescue helicopter de¬ 
spite being told its contract will not be re¬ 
newed from 2017. 

Mr Drax said he had received a “bitterly 
disappointing” letter from Secretary of State 
for Transport Justine Greening telling him 
that she was standing by her decision to close 
the Portland base. 

She said she was “confident” that her deci¬ 
sion would not cost more lives and she 
claimed that modelling suggested that a 
newer, faster fleet of helicopters could do the 
same job from fewer bases, but Mr Drax 
replied that using modelling was “exactly 
what concerns us”.

He added: “Modelling - 
using hypothetical situa¬ 
tions - cannot account for 
all the vagaries of inci¬ 
dents at sea. Cold water is 
the most unforgiving envi¬ 
ronment. There is very lit¬ 
tle time to respond and any 
delay is potentially fatal. 

“The Minister has placed 
her trust in a new fleet of 
helicopters, although there 
will be fewer of them at 


less bases around the coastline. It sim¬ 
ply does not make sense. 

“There are no fewer incidents - in 
fact, there are more every year. As we 
have said before and will say again, 
no matter how speedy and efficient 
these new aircraft are, one helicopter 
cannot be in two places at once. 

“Yes, modelling may show the min¬ 
imum they can get away with but 
there has got to be some give in the 
system when you are talking about 
saving lives. 

“We have divers, sailors, fishermen, 
a commercial port and countless 
pleasure boaters, especially in the 
summer. They come from all over the

UK and all of them, I am certain, 
would support the retention of this 
helicopter.’ 

“With the greatest respect, I think a 
new Minister has been swayed by 
civil servants who have invested too 
much time and public money in 
reaching their conclusion to be able to 
abandon it. 

“I must admit that I am bitterly dis¬ 
appointed at this decision, particularly 
after both the Prime Minister and the 
Secretary of State promised to look 
again at the matter. 

“It seems short sighted, it won’t save 
much money and I believe it will cost 
lives. Certainly, we shall fight on.” 


Borough's share 
of council tax to 
remain the same 


WEYMOUTH and Portland Borough 
Council has frozen its share of the coun¬ 
cil tax for the second year running. 

A full council meeting approved the 
2012-2013 budget including council tax 
levels despite significant cuts to its fund¬ 
ing from central government, the coun¬ 
cil vowing to maintain frontline services 
and not to pass on any additional costs 
to council tax payers 

The authority is facing a 14.4 per cent 
reduction - or £620,200 — in its 2012- 
2013 government grant for 2012/13, re¬ 
ducing it to £3,691,200. 

It means that a 2010-2011 government 
grant of just over £6 million dropped to 
£4.3 million in 2011-2012 although 
£873,000 of the reduction in 2011 re¬ 
lated to concessionary travel which was 
transferred to Dorset County Council. 

Weymouth and Portland finance 
spokesman Councillor Peter Chapman 
said: "It is no secret that the financial en¬ 
vironment for the public sector is cur¬ 
rently very challenging and local 
councils have seen significant cuts to 
their funding from central government. 


However, I am delighted to say that 
through good financial management, 
partnership work and forward planning, 
Weymouth and Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil is able to protect frontline services 
and keep council tax at the same level as 
last year." 

The borough council has been able to 
off-set some of the cuts to its funding 
with the decision to share a workforce 
with West Dorset District Council, which 
has already delivered over £1.1 million in 
savings. 

This programme is expected to be 
completed in April 2012 and is on track 
to deliver £1.7million in savings once all 
services have been converged. 
As a result, the borough council's council 
tax for a Band D property in Weymouth 
and Portland will remain at £267.56. 

The borough council collects the 
whole bill but only keeps 16 per cent of 
the total, with the rest passed to Dorset 
County Council, Dorset Police and Fire 
and Rescue Authorities and Portland 
Town Council. 


Man dies in Park Street fiat blaze 


A MAN has died in a ground floor flat 
blaze in Weymouth. 

The body of 62-year-old Duncan Neil 
Roberts was found as firefighters from 
Weymouth and Portland tackled the 
fire in Park Street. 

Police said that there were no suspi¬ 
cious circumstances about the incident 


and the coroner has been informed. 

It is believed that about 20 years ago 
Mr Roberts lived in Bournemouth. He 
may have a son and a daughter and the 
coroner has appealed for them to get 
in touch with him on 01305 223533 as 
soon as possible.

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Two years of'no excuse' 


PROJECT ‘No Excuse’, part of the Dorset Road Safe 
partnership’s casualty reduction campaign has passed 
its second anniversary. 

A recent survey showed that nearly 90 per cent of the 
county’s population had heard of ‘no excuse’ and had 
shown their support of its aims of making Dorset’s 
roads safer. 

Staff from all of the Dorset Road Safe partners have 
pledged their further support to the project, including 
the Surround a Town operations. 

Partners have been encouraged by the increase in re¬ 
sponsible driving noted across the county and the sub¬ 
sequent decease in overall traffic offences processed by 
the team. 

Using the same number of officers and resources over 
the two years, the number of traffic offences processed 
has decreased. 

In the first year of the project, the “no excuse” team 
processed 16,630 offences. This figure dropped to 
14,709 offences in the second year - a decrease of 
1,921 offences (12 per cent). The most noticeable re¬ 
duction has been in motorists not wearing seatbelts - 
with the number of these offences dropping by 36 per 
cent from 3,237 offences to 2,055. 

Brian Austin, ‘no excuse’ project manager, said: “I 
am greatly encouraged by the decrease in the overall 
number of offences that we are processing. 

“I hope this reduction in offences shows that drivers 
are now paying more consideration to their driving 
habits and respecting other road users. 

“Comparing casualty figures for fatal and serious in¬ 
juries on Dorset’s roads from when the Road Safety 
partnership was formed, initially as Dorset Safety Cam¬ 
era Partnership, in 2002 to 2011 casualties across the 
county have dropped by 40.5 per cent.” 

Laressa Stephenson, Education Operations Manager 
for Dorset Police, said: “I have been greatly impressed 
and appreciative of the enthusiasm shown by the teach¬ 
ing staff and especially the students at all of the schools 
we have visited across the county. 

“To see the whole range of age groups from nursery 


school children up to sixth formers willing to participate 
in a whole range of activities designed to increase their 
awareness of the dangers on our roads and pavements 
makes my job so fulfilling.” 

Where possible drivers processed for committing of¬ 
fences are offered an education option designed to make 
them appreciate the risks they present to themselves, 
other road users and pedestrians. 


Self help for lung conditions 

DORSET NHS Foundation Trust is launching a series 
of courses for people with long term lung condi¬ 
tions, such as chronic respiratory conditions. 

People with long term lung conditions can find it 
difficult to move around or carry out their normal 
daily activities without becoming breathless; this 
can often result in a reduction in the amount of ac¬ 
tivity they carry out, which overtime means they be¬ 
come less fit and increasingly breathless. 

To break this cycle and help patients to get fitter 
and understand their condition in a friendly and 
supportive group environment, the trust is running 
a series of programmes which involve; education 
and understanding the condition, understanding 
medication, as well as exercise, relaxation tech¬ 
niques, lifestyle advice and advice on dealing with 
chest infections. 

The six to eight week programmes are open to 
those registered with a GP Dorset who have been 
diagnosed with a chronic respiratory problem and 
are subject to a pre programme assessment by a res¬ 
piratory/exercise specialist.

Making queen's jubilee 
an event to remember 


WEYMOUTH and Portland has unveiled 
a gem of an events programme to mark 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 

Representatives of local groups, organ¬ 
isers and Weymouth and Portland council 
attended Weymouth Quayside for the of¬ 
ficial launch of the programme which will 
run from June 2nd - 5th. 

Among events will be Wessex Folk Fes¬ 
tival from June 1st - 3rd, a “sail past” pa¬ 
rade of boats and a D-Day Picnic in the 
Nothe Gardens on June 3 rd , a Queen II 
tribute band concert, beacon lighting and 
major seafront fireworks on June 4 th and 
the Quayside Music festival from June 3rd 
-5th. 

Other events at the same time include 
everything from Sail for Gold and an in¬ 
ternational triathlon to vintage and classic 
vehicle runs. 

The biggest occasion promises to be 
June 4 th when the Queen’s Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee is marked by nationwide beacon 
lighting. 

Among those who attended the events 
programme launch was Weymouth and 
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Portland Deputy Mayor Margaret Feices- 
ter who will become Mayor just a few 
days before the Jubilee celebrations. 

She said: “I was 13-years-old when Eliz¬ 
abeth came to the throne and I remember 
her coronation well because it was quite 
an event. 

“My father had bought our first black 
and white television set just to watch the 
whole event at Westminster Abbey. 

“There is a lot of interest here in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland for her Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee. Organisations and local groups are 
keen to mark the anniversary and the 
range of events we have should make it a 
celebration to remember.” 

The occasion could prompt many street 
parties and organisers planning such a cel¬ 
ebration are reminded that they need to 
apply to Weymouth and Portland council 
four weeks in advance. 


£1,000,000 boost for 
future of museum 


WEYMOUTH Museum’s long term fu¬ 
ture has been helped by £100,000 from 
Weymouth and Portland council. 

The award was confirmed at a full coun¬ 
cil meeting which approved the author¬ 
ity’s 2012-2013 budget. 

It will mean that the council can support 
the establishment of the museum in the 
Brewers Quay development without the 
need to provide ongoing funding annually. 

The grant will be paid in instalments to 
the trust throughout the Brewers Quay de¬ 
velopment phase. 

The museum has been without a home 
since works on the redevelopment on 
Brewers Quay began. 

Part of the package of support agreed by 
the council sees the museum move into 
the Mulberry Centre on a temporary basis 
with the council agreeing to forego rental 
income. 

A new charitable trust has been set up to 
take over the running responsibility of the 
museum. The trust is also hoping to secure 
additional support after applying for 
around £330,000 from the Heritage Tot¬ 
tery Fund. 


The museum will move into the upper 
floors of the Mulberry Centre in April 
until December 31st, 2013. 

It will then move into the Brewers Quay 
complex once it has been revamped. It is 
expected to re-open in 2014. 

Brewers Quay will offer the museum al¬ 
most double the space it previously had 
including a shop and cafe. 

Weymouth and Portland leisure and 
tourism spokesman Councillor Andy 
Blackwood said: “The museum is an ex¬ 
tremely important asset for the commu¬ 
nity of Weymouth and Portland, 
showcasing its rich and diverse history 
and heritage. 

“The grant from the council will help to 
ensure the museum is part of the commu¬ 
nity for generations to come.” 

Weymouth and Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil owns a number of items in the mu¬ 
seum’s collection including a life-size 
painting of King George III, a painting by 
Sir James Thornhill, King George Ill’s 
bath, borough Regalia and Weymouth and 
Melcombe Regis constable maces.

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THE first ever “passing 
out” parade took place at 
Weymouth’s new commu¬ 
nity fire station as 14 fire 
cadets completed a 20- 
week course. 

Dorset Assistant Chief 
Fire Officer Colin Chap¬ 
man was on hand to lead 
the congratulations on 
their achievement which 
were also given by Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Mayor 
Graham Winter. 

The cadets had tackled a 
variety of course work 
from the role of the Fire 
Service in the community 
to operational activities 
such as road accidents and 
property fires. 

Each received a certifi¬ 
cate of merit from Mr 
Chapman and a B Tech 
qualification in fire and 
rescue in the community. 

Before the presentation 
the cadets showed just 
what they could do by per¬ 
forming an exercise for 
guests, friends and family. 

This was a combination 
drill involving a road acci¬ 


dent where the vehicle had 
gone into a house which 
had then caught fire. 

The cadets were able to 
use a variety of gear during 


the rescue from pumps and 
ladders to airbags and first 
aid equipment. 

Mr Chapman said: 
“Passing this course is a 


massive achievement for 
the cadets. They have been 
fantastic. 

“The presentation also 
gave them a chance to be 
part of this new station’s 
history because it was the 
first ever passing out pa¬ 
rade here.” 


Mr Winter said: “What 
these cadets have done is 
wonderful and their work 
and actions are to be com¬ 
mended. It also demon¬ 
strated the new fire 
station’s commitment to 
working with the commu¬ 
nity.” 


Landowner fined £7,515 for felling trees 


A EANDOWNER has 
been fined £7,515 after 
cutting down 20 protected 
trees. 

Albert King, who owns 
an area of land called 
Fleetwood in Fleet, Wey¬ 
mouth, chopped down the 
trees in October 2009. 

He was ordered to pay a 
£2,500 fine, £5,000 costs 
to West Dorset District 
Council and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

A Tree Preservation 
Order dating back to 1991 
stated that work could not 
be done to the trees in 
Fleetwood without permis¬ 
sion from the district coun¬ 
cil. 

In October 2009 a mem¬ 
ber of the public informed 
the council that a number 
of trees had been felled. 

The district council’s En¬ 
forcement and Arboricul- 
tural Officers found that in 
the region of 20 trees had 
been cut down. 

In handing down the sen¬ 
tence Judge Jarvis said Mr 
King knew the preserva¬ 
tion order was in place 
protecting all the trees in 
the woodland, which is in 
an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty. 

He also said Mr King 
acknowledged that he 
caused the destruction of 
healthy trees and that it 
was clear the trees were re¬ 
moved to aid the erection 
of a building. 

In mitigation Mr King’s 
solicitor, Tim Shorter, said 
his client did not have a 
luxury lifestyle and he was 
of very modest means. He 
is also a carer for his 32 
year old son. 

Mr Shorter added Mr 


King did not achieve a fi¬ 
nancial benefit from cut¬ 
ting down the trees. 

He said the trees felled 


were relatively young and 
that most of the big mature 
trees are still on site. 
Councillor Robert 


Gould, leader of West 
Dorset District Council, 
said: “Tree Preservation 
Orders play an important 


role in protecting West 
Dorset’s renowned natural 
scenery and the wildlife 
that may inhabit them.”

He joined other volunteer crew from 
lifeboat stations around the south west 
on the course at RNLI Saltash while 
other courses were attended at the 
RNLI college in Poole. 

Leon has been a crew member for 
just over a year and has also under¬ 
taken sea survival and firefighting 
training. 

Other courses that are available in¬ 
clude radar, navigating, boat handling 
and first aid of which 18 crew from 
Weymouth have recently passed either 
an initial or refresher course. All crew 


members are also encouraged to un¬ 
dertake RYA yacht master theory 
exams. 

Volunteer press officer Ken Francis 
said:"We may be volunteers but we are 
trained by professionals to profes¬ 
sional standards. 

"Once courses are completed that is 
not the end of training, more like the 
beginning. 

"The inshore lifeboat goes to sea for 
crew training twice every week with 
the allweather lifeboat going out every 
10 days. 

"Last year our two lifeboats carried 
out more than 2,000 hours at sea train¬ 
ing our 28 crew members in all aspects 
of search and rescue and seamanship."

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Reed cutting ensures healthy habitat for wetland birds

STAFF and volunteers at the RSPB’s Weymouth Wet¬ 
lands reserves have been busy with annual winter reed 
cutting at both Radipole Lake and Lodmoor. 

The work ensures that the reed beds remain healthy 
for birds such as bitterns and bearded tits as well all the 
mammals, reptiles, amphibians and insects that depend 
partially or entirely on reed for their survival. 

Once common throughout the UK, reedbeds are now 
Britain’s most threatened wildlife habitat and reed cut¬ 
ting is essential to protect what’s left. Many of the 
species it supports would become extinct in this country 
if it were lost. 

Weymouth Wetlands warden Nick Quintrell said: 
“Reed bed is unlike any other kind of habitat because it 
is transient. In prehistoric times, it was created and de¬ 
stroyed by natural events like floods but in today’s land¬ 
scape it cannot exist without constant management. 

“Reed cutting prevents the beds from drying out and 
being taken over by scrub and woodland. We cut differ¬ 
ent sections at certain times to create a mosaic of age 
structures throughout the reed beds to suit the needs of 
the different inhabitants. 

“For example, it provides birds such as bearded tits 


which feed almost exclusively on reed seed in winter 
with a brand new food source every year. 

“Our once vast reedy wetlands have disappeared over 
the past 200 years due to drainage and reclamation, pri¬ 
marily for agriculture, or have gone unmanaged and be¬ 
come overwhelmed by scrub.” 

Annual reed cutting also promotes tall straight reed 
growth good enough to be used for commercial thatch. 
Now the reed from Weymouth Wetlands has been cut 
and bundled, it will be stored ready to re-thatch the 
Radipole Lake Visitor Centre next winter. 

Nick added: “Although it’s a bit of a slog at times, reed 
cutting is also a very satisfying job especially when the 
reed grows back in the spring, green and healthy and 
ready for all the summer visitors to set up home in.” 
Although the visitor centre is now closed until early 
spring for major refurbishment, the reserve and hides 
are open as usual.

They say they feel this is a once in a lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity and a little inconvenience is more than out¬ 
weighed by the fact that Weymouth and Portland will 
be showcased to the world. 

They may still feel that way despite recent national 
and international ridicule for the borough, but some 
businesses are right to ensure they know where they 


stand, that they can still get deliveries in and that staff 
working won’t be hit and turn that golden opportunity 
into a lead balloon. 

There isn’t any one size fits all solution to any prob¬ 
lems with arrangements and local Olympic bosses are 
doing their best to talk personally to as many people 
with problems as they possibly can, hopefully to iron 
difficulties out quickly while avoiding some of the 
more sculptural pitfalls. 


Be careful - you are what you eat! 


WEYMOUTH food outlets sell mil¬ 
lions of pounds worth of rolls and 
sandwiches every year, but perhaps 
hungry people don’t look closely 
enough at what they get. 

For a start, many outlets just serve 
such items in a paper bag because 
they are often freshly made, so the 
only chance a buyer gets to really 
know the ingredients in what they’re 
eating comes when their roll or 
sandwich is packed with a label 
showing those ingredients. 

I was peckish the other day and 
got myself a torpedo roll with salad 


from a reputable Weymouth outlet, 
but it wasn’t until I’d eaten most of 
it that I happened to glance at the in¬ 
gredients label. 

They included emulsifier E472, 
flour treatment agent E300, preser¬ 
vatives E202, E272 and E250, an¬ 
tioxidant E301 andE385, stabilisers 
E450 and E451, flavour enhancer 
E621, colour El60c and El60a, acid 
E260 and E330 and thickener E415 
and E412 not to mention various 
other colours, emulsifiers and chem¬ 
icals. Oh yes.there was also a bit 

of turkey, bacon and lettuce. 


By now my snack didn’t taste so 
good and I can only hope that the in¬ 
gredients listed above stayed within 
acceptable food controls as I’m no 
food scientist. 

Regardless of this, it beggars the 
question what we eat in similar cir¬ 
cumstances when there are no labels 
to tell us what might be in our snack 
and fast food since I doubt building 
site workers or shoppers grabbing a 
bite to eat in a hurry ask a sandwich 
bar for a detailed breakdown on ex¬ 
actly what’s in their fillings.

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Views sought on mental 


DORSET | USERS of community mental health serv¬ 
ices in Dorset are being asked to comment on the care 
they receive. 

The Dorset Healthcare University NHS Foundation 
Trust is carrying out a survey and will use the feed¬ 
back to improve service users’ experiences and high¬ 
light areas where they perform well and identify the 
areas where there is most room for improvement. 

Some service users who used community mental 
health services between July and September 2011 at 
Dorset Healthcare University NHS Foundation Trust 
may receive a questionnaire during March, asking 


them about their experiences. 

The questionnaire will ask about various aspects of 
their care, including the quality of care and treatment, 
medication management, communication with health 
and social care workers, information, and day to day 
living. 

“Obtaining feedback from service users and taking 
account of their views and priorities is vital for bring¬ 
ing about improvements in the quality of care and the 
results from the survey will enable the trust to track 
service users’ experiences of the care received at the 
trust since the last survey was undertaken in 2011.

A WINTER garden may 
look a little tired, a little 
drab, certainly not the 
showpiece it blossoms 
into in spring and sum¬ 
mer. In particular, your 
vegetable patch is likely 
to be a shadow of its for¬ 
mer summer self - per¬ 
haps you still have some 
spinach, silver beet, 
broccoli or some other 
members of the brassica 
family producing winter 
greens for your table, 
but the abundance of 
the warmer months is 
just a fond memory in 
July and August. 

This quiet period in 
your garden's yearly 
cycle, though, does not 
mean you can rest on 
your laurels an absolve 
yourself of all garden du¬ 
ties. On the contrary, as 
we approach spring 
there is plenty to do to 
get your garden in tip 
top shape for the ap¬ 
proaching growing sea¬ 
son. 

The Glasshouse 

If you have a 
glasshouse in your gar¬ 
den, winter is a great 
time to give it a thor¬ 
ough cleaning in readi¬ 
ness for spring. 

Check the structure it¬ 
self - are there any 
cracked or broken panes

that need replacing? Is 
the putty sound and does 
it provide a good seal? Do 
all the louvers and vents 
function properly? 

One of the essentials of 
glasshouse success is a 
thorough sterilisation 
prior to the growing sea¬ 
son. Sterilising all areas of 
the glasshouse will elimi¬ 
nate pests and diseases 
which could wreck your 
plants in the coming, 
warmer months. 

Open beds in your 
glasshouse should have 
their soil changed or re¬ 
plenished during winter 
and any pots in the 
glasshouse should re¬ 
ceive the same attention. 
Watering Systems 
If you have an in ground 
or above ground water¬ 
ing system, winter is an 
ideal time to check that it 
is in good working order 
and perform any neces¬ 
sary maintenance. Check 
that there are no leaks in 
the pipes or joints, ensure 
all nozzles are unblocked 
and, if you use automatic 
timers, ensure that the 
batteries in these devices 
are fresh. 

Compost and 
Preparing Your Soil 
With spring a month or 
two off it's a good idea to 
start preparing the soil in 
your open planting beds. 
Dig in generous amounts 
of compost and leave the 
beds exposed to the win¬ 


ter weather. 

If you have clay soil, cow 
pats and manure will im¬ 
prove it by adding humus 
to the soil structure. 

You can make use of all 
those autumn leaves that 
litter your garden by dig¬ 
ging them into your com¬ 
post heap at the end of 
autumn. With the acceler¬ 
ated decomposition that 
occurs in a compost heap 
the leaves will decay 
twice as fast and be ready 
for use as compost at the 
beginning of spring. 

Winter is also the time 
to add fertiliser and lime 
to your soil (depending, 
of course, on the plants 
you plan to grow). 

Planting 

The end of winter is the 
time for planning your 
new vegetable garden. 
Decide what foods you 
want to grow in the com¬ 
ing season. Which plants 
can you fully consume 
yourself? And if you have 
a surplus, are there 
neighbours or friends 
who will accept the occa¬ 
sional bale of spinach or 
shopping bag full of 
spuds? 

You may find it more ef¬ 
ficient and economical to 
coordinate your veg¬ 
etable growing with that 
of a neighbour. By swap¬ 
ping produce you'll both 
spend less time and 
money on the crops you 
grow. 


Crops 

As spring approaches 
you'll want to start laying 
down the crops you 
hope to feast on in the 
next few months. Here 
are a few common food 
crops you could consider 

• If you plan to grow 
cabbage, celery, silver 
beet, spinach, lettuce, 
onions etc. from seed, 
plant the seeds now in 
seed trays so that young 
plants will be ready for 
planting in spring. 

• Seed potatoes can 
also be planted in winter 
for spring crops. 

• For dessert dishes it's 

the right time to plant 
strawberries and 

rhubarb. 

• In warmer areas car¬ 


rots, beetroot and peas 
can be sown directly into 
soil in the last part of 
winter. 

• It's also a good time to 
plant citrus trees. 

Plant Protection 

The relative scarcity of 
food during the winter 
months makes pests 
even more ravenous and 
consequently puts your 
plants in greater danger 
from attack. Protect all 
seedlings and young 
plants from slugs and 
snails with an appropri¬ 
ate slug-killer. 

Winter dampness can 
promote fungal diseases 
so spray winter veg¬ 
etable plants and decid¬ 
uous trees with an 
anti-fungal treatment.

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Garden patio, paving or decking? 


STONE, slate, decking, gravel - modern gardens 
are as much about textures as they are about 
plants. So, choosing the right surface materials is 
all part of bringing your garden plan to life. What¬ 
ever surface you go for, getting the design right 
in the first place will save you a lot of headaches 
later. Our Garden Surfaces guide will help you get 
on top of that vital groundwork. 

Top tips 

• If you're laying a patio, create gaps in the de¬ 
sign by leaving out a few paving stones. You can 
fill these openings with decorative gravel, slate 
or plants. 

• Lay decking planks close together (around 
5mm). The surface will be more comfortable to 
walk on in bare feet - and you'll be less likely to 
lose objects between the cracks! 

Paving 

A patio of stone slabs is an ideal way to extend 
your living space into the garden. If the patio is 
adjacent to the house, make sure that the surface 
will be at least 15cm below the damp-proof 
course. And incorporate a slight fall away from 
the building, so that rainwater won't pool. A drop 
of around 1 cm per 1 m should do the trick. De¬ 
sign-wise, explore slabs of differing - but related 
- sizes. The patterns you can build up with these 
slabs will be much more interesting than a plain 
grid. 

Decking 

Decking may have its critics but, as part of a 
sensitive design, this warm, foot-friendly material 
takes a lot of beating. Remember, you get what 
you pay for with decking. Cheap decking just 
won't last as long or look as good. When you're 
designing a deck, don't forget to allow sufficient 
room underneath for air to circulate. Before con¬ 
structing the deck, cover the area with weed¬ 
suppressing membrane held in place with a layer 
of gravel. 

Gravel 

Gravel is the cheapest of the hard surfaces on 
offer for the garden and it's also one of the easi¬ 
est to lay. But that doesn't mean you can skimp 
on the preparation. It's not enough to level the 
earth, sling down a weed suppressing mem¬ 
brane and scatter some gravel. You need to sta¬ 


bilise the area first. Dig to a depth of at least 10cm 
and edge the area with pressure-treated timber 
boards of the same height. Then pack in a 7cm 
layer of "scalpings" - rough stones. Hire a vibrat¬ 
ing compressing machine for this job. Only then 
can you scatter your 2.5cm layer of surface gravel. 

Best of the rest 

The warm hues of brick paths work well in the 
garden but need regular attention to stop them 
becoming slippery. They're also a good edging 
medium. Cobbles - available in natural and arti¬ 
ficial stone - make a highly decorative surface. 
They can be quite a challenge to lay accurately, 
though. Bark can do duty as an inexpensive ma¬ 
terial for informal paths. It also makes a great sur¬ 
face for children's play areas. Smooth pieces of 
slate look smart and are much easier than gravel 
to push a wheelbarrow over.

Choosing garden furniture 


ELEGANT and practical 
furniture will make your 
outdoor space feel like an 
extension of your home. In 
the summer you can use 
your garden as an extra 
room, so put as much 
thought into choosing your 
garden furniture as you 
would a three-piece suite. 

Relaxing garden 
furniture 

A fold-out screen will help 
to create the feeling of an 
outdoor room on a terrace 
or patio and will also pro¬ 
vide shade from the sun on 
baking hot days. If you have 
wooden decking, large 
square floor cushions and 
throws can be used to cre¬ 
ate a cosy area to read or 
snooze, but for real sun- 
worshippers, a deckchair or 
lounger may be more com¬ 
fortable.

DORCHESTER Town returned to action after five 
weeks without a game and came off worse in a 
game that had had almost everything including 
nine goals, three penalties and a red card. 

Havant & Waterlooville came to The Avenue fol¬

In a game played at a high tempo with end-to- 
end play, referee Simon Knapp added to the situ¬ 
ation with a number of inconsistent decisions. 

On 14 minutes he turned down Dorchester's ap¬ 
peals for a penalty for handball against Dolan, and 
then on 18 minutes allowed what appeared to be 


a foul on Walker-Harris from another long McDon¬ 
ald throw that resulted in Palmer's header being 
handled on the line. Knapp eventually showed 
Rico Wilson a red card, before Ramsey confidently 
converted the penalty. 

Dorchester were struggling to get into the game 
and found themselves three goals adrift on 28 
minutes when Chris Arthur crossed for Palmer 
who came racing in at the far post for an easy goal. 

Dorchester pulled a goal back on 34 minutes 
when Crittenden's corner was nodded down by 
Nathan Walker and Malsom opened his Magpies 
account when he superbly hooked the ball into 
the top right hand corner from the edge of the 
penalty box.

WEYMOUTH were given something 
of a culture shock early on by the 
home side who did the bulk of the 
attacking during the first quarter, 
spending much of it in the visitors' 
twenty two. 

They employed the catch and 
drive from the lineout well, scoring 
two tries from this tactic, one of 
which they converted, to lead by 
12-0 by the end of the first quarter. 

They were good value overall for 
this lead and Weymouth would 
have been left wondering just what 
had hit them. 

They got themselves together 
however, made their way into home 
territory where they employed a 
catch and drive of their own, and re¬ 
duced the arrears after lock forward 
Geldard had got over. 

Sheppard added the extras and 
more was to come, with substitute 
McCorniche touching down with 
what was virtually his first touch. 


It was Sheppard himself who 
scored the next after he had com¬ 
pleted a move by his colleagues in 
the backs.

THERE is nothing like a good 
local-derby game for rousing the 
competitive spirit by a few notches.
